HE Thirty-ninth Convention of 

the North American Young 

Men’s Christian Associations 
will convene at Cleveland, Ohio, at 
10.30 o'clock (Eastern time), Friday 
morning, May 12, 1916. ‘The closing 
session of the Convention will be on 
Tuesday night, May 16. 


This is the triennial gathering of 
representatives of the North Ameri- 
can Associations. It will afford op- 
portunity for consideration and dis- 
cussion of the great problems and the 
greater opportunities before the 
Movement, and for such legislation 
and action as may be required to meet 
these responsibilities and opportuni- 
ties. ‘hese are accentuated because 
of the crises in international affairs 
brought about by the European war. 


The Cleveland Convention will be 
epochal because of the times in which 
it meets, the questions it will consider, 
and the decisions it must make. 


For Laymen 


HE Convention will consider 

not only problems of organiza- 

tion in the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, but some of the out- 
standing questions before the Chris- 
tian Church, especially as they con- 
cern the men of our day. 


Because of this, unusual import- 
ance attaches to the attendance of the 
lay representatives of local Associa- 
tions—Presidents and Members of 
Boards of Directors and of Commit- 
tees of Management. The employed 
officers will be represented, as here- 
tofore, but it is hoped that the laymen 
will be in the large majority.

MEETING PLACES 


HE morning and evening sessions of the

Armory, corner Prospect Avenue and Bolivar 
Road, near East Fourteenth Street.

ON ARRIVAL 
EPRESENTATIVES of the Convention 


Reception Committee will meet all 
trains and will assist delegates in finding the 
hotels and the Convention Headquarters. 


On arrival at Cleveland delegates should, 
after securing hotel accommodations, report 
promptly to the Credential Committee at the 
Central Association, Prospect Avenue and 
‘Twenty-second. Here will also be found the 
general information bureau, postoffice, tele- 
phone and telegraph offices, correspondence fa- 
cilities, and the exhibits. ‘Those not already 
informed as to their hotel or boarding house 
may obtain information from the Entertain- 
ment Committee, which will also be sitting at 
the Central Association. 


Delegates are reminded that all railroads en- 
tering Cleveland use Central time, which is one 
hour slower than Eastern time, generally used 
throughout Cleveland. Due allowance should 
be made for the fact that the Convention will 
open and be conducted on Eastern time. 


ENTERTAINMENT 


HE Convention will be self-entertaining, 

each delegate being expected to pay for his 
own accommodations. (Delegates from Stu- 
dent Associations, however, should make in- 
quiry of the Student Department, International 
Committee, 124 East Twenty-eighth Street, 
New York City, about special arrangements for 
entertainment of students.)

CREDENTIALS

CORRESPONDING DELEGATES 


INISTERS of evangelical churches and 
Christian laymen from towns where 


there are no Associations are eligible to attend 
the Convention as corresponding delegates.
